President Li Tsung-Jen flew from 
Nanking to Shanghai in an effort 
to organize minority groups be- 
hind his peace plans. 

Gen. Hsueh Yueh, hero of the 
Chinese-Japanese war, jumped 
into the breech with a declara- 
tion that the four southern prov- 


linces of Kwangtung, Hunan, Fu- ' 


kien and Kwangsi would fight on 
against the Reds regardless of 
Nanking’s decisions, He intimat- 
ed, too, that he would ignore 
Chiang Kai-Shek if the retired 
president tried a comeback.
